In our issue of Monday, the 22nd instant, 
we mentioned-a despatch received by the 
Novth-China Daily News, to the effect that. 
the Japancso Press had announced the 
signature of a protocol belween Japan 
and Russia recoguising the supremacy ef 
Japanese rights in Corea, the opening of 
threo treaty ports in Maiichuria, and the 
permission lor residence of Japanese consuls 
and of'a limited number of merchants in 
that province, This protocol was supposed 
‘to be the. result of the visit of General 
Kuroparxin, Russian Minister of War, 
to Japan. We remarked then-that con. 
firmation of the report, would be anxiously 
awaited and that, though it was probable 
that Russia might offer such terms (in 
return for Japan’a ‘recognition of her 
position, in Manchuria), many other in- 
terestas were involved—and therefore - no 
settlement -of the Manchurian question 
could not yet be louked for, even should the 
North-China Daily News correapondent’s 
report: be found correct. In the last 
number to hand of our Shanghai contem- 
porary we find the following telegram 
dated Kobe, 18th June.—‘ ‘Lhe agreement 
“between Russia and Japan reported in my 
“ telegram of yesterday is probably fictitions. 
“ Weightier papers ignore or discredit, it.” 
This may be taken as disposing entirely of 
the previous report. It neet not now be 
pointed out that any such rumour argued, 
ou tbe part of Japan; a complete disregard 
of the fourth article of the Anglo-Japanese 
Agreomont eigned on the 30th January, 1902, 
Which ran as follows:-—* The High Contraet- 
«ing Parties agree thet neither of them will, | 


“without consulting the other, enter into’ 


“ separate agreements with another Power to 
“the prejudice of the interésts above des- 
*eribed,” ic.,.in China and Corea, It would

recognised as. correct. This, it will be 
underat ood, does not preclude the possibility 
of uw suggestion having been made to Japan.

the coolie, The police next stoppad a’ Chinese 
fiveman as he leaving fhe steamer 
with a cigar-box fall of ten and an- 
éthor large quantity rolled up in a. jacket; 
but as in his case there was nothing 
by which to identify the ten as the property of 
tho C.P.2.., or to disprove his statement that he 
bought itat one of the ports touched at, ho 
was not taken into oustody. 

Charges of theft were laid agninct the boat- 
mau first arrested, the butcher Wadbum, and 
tha’ boat-coolic who endeayoured to itupligate 
the cook’s help.

A MIGSION OF ENQUIRY, 

Whilethe Transvaal authorities are disousai og 
whether or-no Asiatic labour isto be permitted 
into the Rand mines and while tho whole of tho 
British Empire is-looking on with interest -to 
see what the outcome is to be, the mine-owners 
themselves base taken time by-the forelock and 
havealroady not about a mission of enquiry -as 
to tha suitability or otherwino of tha Chinoss fer 
the working aud developmont of ‘the immense 
gold-fiel’s- of South Africa. The Transvaal 
Government have not yot mado the admission of 
Asiatieworkinen possible. They mnyorthry may 
not. Should the available Kaffir labour prove 
sufficicat to meot requirements there will pro- 
bably- be mo. call for the introduction of 
Orientals. But merely in caso more Isbonr is 
wanted thon cau be got locally, the mine- 
owners have taken tentative steps with o view 
to ascertain if the importation of Chinese 
Inbour would anit thoir purposes and to cuver 
the contingenoy should it arise. 

There ix at present staying in Hong- 
kong Mr. H. Rows Skinowr, who has charge 
of several minés jn South Africa ond at 
present of tho © Witwatersrande> Nativo 
‘Labour. Association, assoointed with the 
Transvaal Chamber of Minus, who has been 
authorised to underiako this mission of enquiry 
in California and China, 
come from Coalifurnia, where be has mado 
a stady of the conditions undor which the 
Chiness are engaged in mining there. In 
California, os elsewhere, the Chinese’ give 
every satisfaction as workmen.’ Now Mr, 
Skinner has come to China to pursue his 
enquiries ag to the possible procurement of 
yellow labour. After completing his mission 
by visiting the coast porte ho will return to tho 
Transvaal to report to his principals. 


It may bo said, broadly speaking, that 
nowhere bas Chineso labour beon introduced 
into a country without hostility ou the part of 
its inhabitants, “The attitade: of hostility is 
not hard to understand, John Chinaman, .the 
minor, was ably ‘to compete with the pooplo 
of aoy nation as o workmen; 
capability of living literally. on a few 
houdfaly of rice a diy made his labour 80 cboap 
as to lesve his white competitor hopqlossdy 
behind in tho race. In Australia ond’ in 
Amorica he is now surrounded by restrictive 
laws, and there js little likelihood thet aay 
othorcountey will allow the Yellow Racoto enter 
into unrestricted competition with its own peoply 
where labouris plentiful. Bnt thatis just whore 
tho case of the Transvaal fits in, Thoro they 
havo not o plontifal ‘supply of unskilled Inbour, 
The supply is totally inadeyaate at presant. 
In the reviow prepared for Mr. Chamberluia and 
Lord Milner by tha Witwatersrand Caambor 
of Minos it was atated that “Iho groat poblom 
is the obtainmont of on abundant coloured 
labour supply, In the solution of this problem 
the Chamber saks for support ond encourge. 
ment from the Government, fooling that on its 
proper solution depends not ouly tho dividends 
of the mines, bat tha welfare of the whole 
country.”

FRENCH INTERESTS IN NORTH. 
AFRICA. 


The Times correspondent writes under date 
Paris, May 19 :— 

The French Colonial party have choson the 
day of the opening of the Chambers to pablish in 
-Abeir special organ, the 2épéche Colcniale, their 
programme respecting tho two great possible 
questions of difference botween this country and 
England—nomely, Egypt and Siorocco. It 
has, st all events, ono merit, that of being 
fronk and oxplicit, As tho French Colonial 
party desires an. entente cordiale with England, 
it could nothavo hit upon a better conrse than to 
begin by ssying plainly what it wants. Tho 
writer of the article, M. Henri Lorin, ‘ptates 
that in a general way French interests in 
Morocco mnust not be regarded as objects of com- 
pensation or burter. He contends that without 
Morocco the French possession of what be 
describes a3 UAfréque Minevre must always 
remain precarious. “He recalls the fact that M. 
Etienne, in the preface to M. de Segonsac’s 
classie work on Morocco, bas dwolt upon the, 
donger for France jnvolved in 0 partition of that 
empire. According to M. Etienne, that partition 
would. from .o political standpoint destroy 
tho position acquired by French efforts daring 
a period of 7u years. Ragorded from an 
economic point of view it would impoverish 
Algoria ty establishing on her flank’ s country 
having the same climate and'preductions, but’ 
with incomparably greater resources and # far 
more fertile soil. Finally, through. such 
partition France would lose the exclusive direc- 
tion of the Mussnlmen. population of North 
‘Africa. For these reasons the French Colonial 
party mointein that before any powrparlerson the 
Moroccan question France tmnst be recognised as 
the paramount Power in the Morocco of the 
future. .

That would bea 
genuine renuncjation on our part which wonld 
ungucstionsbly be a eource of regret to the 
highly meitorious French colouy in Egypt 
It,is, therefore, necessary that Evyland should 
make us some concession elsuwbere, for instanes 
in Morocco. As we have sot spart the question 
of political preponderance, that concession 
could only be of an economic nature. The 
Customs system of Morocvo might, for 
example, in so far os Frasce and England 
are corcerved, be arranged on the same 
linea ag tho existing regime in Tunis, The 
adsavloges accorded to England, all pre- 
vious ‘treaties. of commerce, would expire 
at:a date to be agreed upon, ‘Lbus, withont 
prejudice to any rights already acquired, we 
eho ald see our liberty of action guarunteed for 
the near future. These are the conditions and 
the form’i . which we should be prepared to 
accept the idea of combinin ; the two questions 
of Egypt and Morvcco with o view tu a final 
petilement, Stich arrangements would-be just, 
md ag honourable for France a8 for England.

BRITISH NORTH BORNEO. 


A Globe correspondent writes :— 
Africa and its chartered companies have 


bylkrd rather large in the public eye of recent 
years, until we bare almost forgotten another 
country rich in possibilitice, ond po. cessing 
a strategical importance not to be over-onti- 
mated, which is also governed under charter 
from the British Crown. Woe are reminded 
of the steady and prosperous work which is 
being carried on “in far-off Boruev, with ite 
benntifal stretches of tropical conutry and its 
Iand-encircled bays, by the eppeal just made 
to the investing public for furthor fands to 
carry on the important task of railway develop- 
ment; and it may not be without interost to 
take'a glance at this fortile nnd attractive island, 
washed by three seas, within four days’ steaming 
of Cina avd ton of India, which has becn 
rescued from the pirates who desolated ite coas’s 
and from the head-hunters who laid waste its 
fertile interioy. The veteran Admiral of tho 
Fleet Sir Harry Koppel, who was for somo time 
s taember of the court of directors of the Char- 
tered Company, played a prominost part in 
thosa eatly days of pacification before North

It ia the usual thing, when travelling 
in a steam launch, to let ont o strong line astern, 
the last 40ft. or so being of stout: wire 
torininating in o large hook. For bait you have | 
a pleco of white rag, and to the inboard part of 
the lino a bell is attached. When a fish takes 
the heok he gives warning by ringing the bell, 
avd it ia o comparatively small catch if only 
three mon aro required to ploy tho prize, usually 
an‘iken tingarrl, o fino pike-like fish, which is 
good eating: ‘ ‘

ers, and the finest of the leaf, many aver 
from . personal. experience, is not to be dis- 
tinguished from a gool Havana cigar, Are 
Tuadillo skins, beeswax, birds’ nests, coffear 
camphor, entton, gnitapercha, indiarubber, 
opinm, .
